"QUO VADIS? 

One of the surprising features of any university is the fact that 
so many of -the students have no clear idea exactly why they are 
studying at a university, or what they intend to do when they gra 
duate. To many, university seems to be a continuation of high school, 
an educational process involving momentum rather thon intellectual 
curiosity. Many students are caught in a family tradition that de- 
mands the new generation produce at least one doctor or lawyer. 
To quite a few students, the acquisition of a degree is simply a 
means to a better paid job. „ 

A university offers more than a technical training. It provides 
the means for a young person to seek out and obtain some self 
knowledge, to gain more competency and confidence. It is a time for 
assessment, a time to reconsider before going into a world where the 
harsh necessity of earning a living becomes the overwhelming reality. 
By graduation time, the student should have some idea what his real 
abilities are, and where his interests lie, and should try to find a 
position where he will be happy in his work. There are already too 
many square pegs in round holes, and the acquisition of a univer- 
sity degree does not assure anyone of a comfortoble secure post. 

In running a series of talks on careers, the Women's Union are 
doing valuable service. Modern psychological techniques also offer a 
valuable aid to a happy job-future. By a series of tests of a persons 
abilities, interests and personality can be assessed, x and some measure 
of guidance given as to where he or she can be most usefully em- 
ployed. Some of this testing, at an elementary level, is done in the 
high schools. A complete set of tests involves some time and money, 
but this is the sort of investment that pqys off in every way in the 
future. The modern emphasis in on vocational counselling, rather 
than on strict guidance — final decision is left with the individual. 
Another way a student can come to a more complete understanding 
of his abilities, interests and limitations is by taking an active part 
in extra curricular activities, and finding out how good a debater, 
organiser, writer, or administrator he is. That is why these activities 
ore an essential part of a proper university education. By using all 
the facilities of a university to find out what he really wants to do, 
and how well he is suited for any particular type of job, the student 
can contribute an immense amount, here and now, to his future 
happiness.

Hesitant 

Sir: 

I am prompted to add to your 
correspondence re tho University 
of Alabama and Miss Authorine 
Lucy. 

I I would bo hesitant to sign a 
petition to the University of Ala- 
bama on the grounds that we if 
not as students of McGM, then 
as Canadians, have a fair amount 
of prejudice in our own yards that 
deserves rectifying before we ho- 
nestly have the right to express 
indignation towards what is hap- 
pening in Alabama. 

As a social worker I lived and 
worked in a white community bor- 
dering on an Indian reservation. 
The attitudes of some of the most 
self -stated religious people in this 
town were hardly different from 
what I suppose exists in the Ame- 
rican south towards the Negro 
there. Again and again in contact 
with Metis children, school teach- 
ers were unable to give convincing 
arguments for having these chil- 
dren complete high school, beca- 
use their opportunities for em- 
ployment in the skilled trades 
were so few. Dresden, Ontario 
with its Negro population has 
been well described in the press 
with its "whites only" signs in 
restaurants and barber shops. 
Many of us were dlstresed to read 
in the papers of the white strikes 
in certain sections of England 
against the immigration of Bri- 
tish West Indians to that country 
to fill a demanding labour mar- 
ket. We wondered if it was right 
for the British press to criticize 
the Union of South Africa in the 
matters of racial policy. Our own 
Canadian Immigration Policy has 
hardly welcomed certain non- 
white racial groups to Cannda. 

We have much to be proud of 
in Canada. Our social thinking is 
generally broad and unprejudiced, 
certaily so in contrast to that exi- 
sting at -the University of Ala- 
bama. Yet I wonder if we can 
rightfully criticize other commu- 
nities. We have much prejudice 
against minority racial groups 
here in Canada which we as per- 
sons privileged to attend univer- 
sity must take the initiative to 
erase wherever our careers take

tho morning. They found this hard 
to believe, especially as they had 
been in bed all morning. 

These faults can be avoided by 
first having the voting under less 
crowded conditions, and secondly 
by having a more positive' identi- 
fication system. The first can be 
accomplished by having more 
tables and artswomen. It does not 
seem reasonable that several tho- 
usand engineers should all vote 
at the same small , desk. As for 
identification it would bo very 
simple for each voter to show 
his library card before being giv- 
en a ballot.

Another Answer 

Sir: 

This idea of supplying ft scho- 
larship for Miss Lucy or any 
other "victim or racial prejudice 
from tho Southern United States" 
is all very well but it is certain 
to do nothing more than destroy 
the good will that theoretically 
exists already between the Uni- 
versity of Alabama and McGill 
and also prove to the Southerners' 
satisfaction that they have rid 
themselves of another Negro.. 

That Autherine Lucy can now 
have a good college education is 
beyond doubt since at least two 
universities have tentatively of- 
fered her scholarships; but if she 
accepts either of them and leaves 
the South, she will lose every- 
thing which she has accomplished, 
namely, tho encouragement which 
she gave to other Negroes by 
fighting for her moral rights. 

If she were to leave the South, 
it would be just what her anta- 
gonists want, for every strength- 
ening of Negro spirit and power 



would mean a corresponding,^ 
weakening of the Whites' power 
over the Negroes, progress to- 
ward equalization of White and 
Negro rights, and tho loss of low- 
cost Negro labor. 

In terms of political activity the.. 
South is now in a condition pa- 
rallelling the months which pro- 
ceeded the Civil War. Neutraliza- 
tion is a common topic of conver-^ 
sation even though secession might 
be economically or politically im- 
possible. At any rate tho racial 
problem is rapidly coming to a 
point where something's sure to 
happen, and who knows which 
way the tables may turnt 

No battlo wm over won if 
retreat and that would be exactly 
the case If Miss Lucy were to 
leave the scene of the action. If 
anything, we should try to help h- 
her more constructively on her 
own battleground ... v. 

I suggest in' order to best show 
our own views upon racial pre- 
judice and to do bo in the most 
agreeable' and constructive man- 
ner that the McGill Debating So- 
ciety or any other group of doa/ 
batera should send a team to tour 
thru the larger Southern univer- 
sities -and debate the matter fdt- «Y 
m ally. I doubt that the students 
of any southern collège» If they 
sincerely believe in their cause, 
would refuse such a chance to 
air their own views on the prob- 
lem. 

This I think would produce an 
even greater effect than dozens 
of scholarships and would at least 
cause a lot of serious thinking \f 
no material results: . >

The senior Arts and Science De- 
bating championship was won 
yesterday in the Walter Stewart 
Room by the team of* David Freed- 
man and Brnhm Campbell, uphol- 
iding the affirmative of the re- 
solution: "Resolved that this 
fcous approves the stand of Pre- 
mier Nehru on Communism." 
I The winners defeated finalists 
Wilson Southan and Bob Gualti- 
eri in the climax- of a long elimi- 
nation series, involving most of 
the better-known senior Arts and 
Science debnters. 

Neutralism And Suppression 

• Dave Froedman, speaking first 
for the affirmative, defined Neh- 
ru's policy towards Communism 
as being two-fold: Externally, 
said Freedman, it was one of Neu- 
tralism; internally, it was ono of 
suppression. Ho pointed out that 
a neutral policy, rather than one 
of nllianco with either East or 
West, provided India with four 
Important advantages. These in- 
cluded commercial advantages, se- 
curity increases, stability of go- 
vernment, and general prestige. 
He felt that the cxistenco of a 
neutralist block instigated both 
last and West to "live up to their 
jdeals" in an effort to sway the 
"•lock ono way or the other. 

Wilson Southern presented the 
views of the negative in pointing 
out thnt our own statesmen dis- 
agree with Nehru's policy 03 being 
based on "the luxury of time" as

a result of his having "misinter- 
preted the threat of Communism". 
Ho noted that Nehru expected a 
great deal of money from the 
West, yet he has done nothing 
to clear up his Western policy. 
Pro-World Policy 

The second affirmative speaker. 
Brahm Campbell, insisted that 
"What is good for India is good 
for this house" since India is "pro- 
India, and pro-world". He cited 
instances of India's having acted 
as mediator in East-West disput- 
es. Ho also noted that tho exist- 
ence of neutral India was a de- 
terrent to aggression. 

Bob Gunltlcri, the negative's se- 
cond speaker, observed that India 
could not say she was friendly 
with both East nnd West, since 
friendship involved committment, 
and India has remained, non-com- 
mittal. Ho proposed the analogy 
that India resembled a female 
being "courted by two strong 
males", while thinking she was 
then receiving the best from each. 
Gualtieri thought, however, that 
"marriage" would provide a bet- 
ter alternative than remaining un- 
committed.
